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EXPECT MORE TURNOVERS 
Private Industry 
Invited to Join 
War on Poverty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
head of the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s war on poverty has wel­ 
comed the participation of pri­ 
vate industry and invited more. 
Sargent Shriver, director of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity, took the step Wednesday 
after the White House had re­ 
leased the second major batch 
of projects in the antipoverty 
war. 
Included in the $82.6-million 
package was a New Jersey Job 
Corps training center to be op­ 
erated by a subsidiary of Inter­ 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. for 
a possible fee of 
$540,000. 
At a news conference Shriver 
said, “ I hope that a large 
amount of participation by pri­ 
vate industry will develop over 
the months ahead.” 
The urban Job Corps training 
center at Camp Kilmer, N.J., 
was one of three announced. 
The two others, at Tongue Point 
Naval Station, Ore., and Camp 
Gary, Tex., will be operated by 
nonprofit organizations. 
The White House announce­ 
ment also contained 18 sites in 
15 states for the smaller rural 
job training centers. They are 
in addition to 41 sites announced 
in late November. 
In all, antipoverty program 
officials said, about 150 rural 
centers to train 100 to 200 
youths in basic job skills and 
rudimentary education 
a r e 
planned. They hope to have 
about 10 urban area centers, for 
1,000 or more youths, in opera­ 
tion by next June. 
Also 
disclosed Wednesday 
were the first assignments for 
the domestic version of the 
Peace Corps. Dubbed Vista, the 
program calls for 99 volunteers 
to work on 28 programs among 
poverty-stricken Americans in 
migrant labor camps, chron­ 
ically depressed areas and big 
city slums. 
The announcement also listed 
grants of more than $51 million 
for community action projects, 
adult education and work train­ 
ing programs, and full and part- 
time job training for school stu­ 
dents who have dropped out or 
are about to.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep.

Mills, a major 
congressional 
opponent 
of 
President 
Johnson’s 
health 
care plan, says he is prepared 
to 
support a program ad­ 
ministered by Social Security- 
but separately financed. 
Mills* views amounted to a 
rough sketch of a program for 
the aged different from the ad­ 
ministration’s Social Security 
plan but compatible enough 
with it to give every indication 
that a compromise could be 
reached. 
If this should prove to be the 
case, the decade • long contro­ 
versy in Congress over health 
care for the aged could be set­ 
tled by mid-1965. The program 
is one of Johnson’s principal 
legislative goals. 
Mills, an Arkansas Democrat, 
is chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, which 
has been the graveyard of legis- 
lation for health care of the 
aged under Social Security. 
“ I could vote for a payroll 
tax to finance part of the cost of 
health care for the aged,” Mills 
said when he was reached by 
telephone at his district office 
in Little Rock, Ark. He said 
further he has “ no objection 
to Social Security administra. 
tion of 
added: 
such a program.” He 


“ U would be easier for them 
to do it, and it certainly would 
be less expensive than setting 
up a separate agency.” 
As for the prospects, he said, 
“ I assume the committee would 
be able to work something out.” 
He declined to speculate on 
that benefits might be provided 
under a plan of the kind he 
would tevor, or what its cost 
might be. 


The Johnson-backed plan is 
essentially 
similar to those 
proposed earlier by President 
John F. Kennedy and congres­ 
sional sponsors over the years. 
It would provide hospital, nurs­ 
ing home and some outpatient 
service — but not regular doc­ 
tor care — for the aged. 
The cost would be met, for 
Social Security retirees, by in­ 
creasing the payroll tax now 
paid by both employers and em­ 
ployes and now used to provide 
old age, disability and similar 
cash benefits. 
The general Treasury would 
make a contribution to pay for 
care of old persons not covered 
by Social Security. No test of 
income or assets would be re­ 
quired. 


Shin Kicking Is 
Discouraging to 
Santa Clauses 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — There 
aren’t enough Santa Clauses to 
go around this year, says Henry 
J. McCluskey of the Texas Em­

blames disgruntled youngsters. 
“ There is a high incidence of 
children kicking Santas in the 
shins for not complying with 
requests registered in prior 
years,” he said. 
“ The positions of Santa Claus 
— in such places as department 
stores and shopping centers — 
are not being readily taken. 
We’ve placed five or six, but we 
could have placed 15 or 20. 
“Some of the potential appli­ 
cants have said they’d just rath­ 
er not do this sort of work this 
year.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Agree­ 
ment on a precedent-setting, 
four-year contract has ended 
the threat of a weekend dock 
strike that would have tied up 
shipping in ports from Maine to 
Texas. 
Negotiators for the Interna­ 
tional 
Longshoremen’s Asso­ 
ciation and the New York ship­ 
ping Association came to terms 
Wednesday after five months of 
disagreement and a walkout 
halted by presidential interven­ 
tion. 
The ILA conceded one hard- 
fought point to reach a pact. It 
bowed 
to 
automation 
and 
agreed to cut the size of its 
standard 20-man work gangs 
down to 17 by 1967. 
In return, union negotiators 
got an 80-cent-an-hour wage 
package, including a guaran­ 
teed annual wage estimated at a 
minimum $5,856 a year for the 
average longshoreman. 
The package, which includes 
more fringe benefits, longer va­ 
cations and pensions for wid­ 
ows, is expected to cost the 
shipping industry $94.5 million 
over the next four years, a 
spokesman said. 
The agreement must be rati­ 
fied by the 60,000 longshoremen 
affected.

McCone’s return to private 
life would open another high- 
level 
post 
for 
President 
Johnson to fill as he begins his 
new administration. Cyrus R. 
Vance, deputy secretary of de­ 
fense, has been mentioned in 
some government quarters as a 
possible successor for the CIA 
post. 
Johnson made his first Cabi­ 
net choice Wednesday. He an­ 
nounced the resignation of Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Luther H. 
Hodges and named as his suc­ 
cessor John T. Connor, 50, New 
Jersey drug manufacturer. 
The announcement came on 
the heels of a report that Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon plans to resign within a 
few months. A Republican but a 
strong Johnson supporter, Dil­ 
lon is expected to return to his 
family’s New York investment 
banking business. In October 
Johnson asked him to stay on 
indefinitely; Dillon apparently 
feels he cannot. 
Speculation on Dillon’s suc­ 
cessor has fixed mainly on Don­ 
ald C. Cook, head of American 
Electric Power Service Corp., 
New York, and a longtime 
friend and adviser of the Presi­ 
dent. 
Other prospective shifts — 
confirmed neither by the White 
House nor by those directly in­ 
volved — were said to include: 
—The departure-also within

He told the 
President, in a letter of resig­ 
nation that Johnson accepted 
with “ deep regret,” that he is 
now nearing 67 and had always 
intended to stay only four years. 
The first of Kennedy’s team to 
quit was Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, now Democratic sena­ 
tor-elect from New York. The 
key post has been vacant since 
midsummer; Johnson reported­ 
ly would like to lure back into 
government his old friend and 
adviser, 
Clark Clifford, the 
Washington attorney who was 
President Harry S. Truman’s 
special counsel at the White 
House. 
Nicholas Katzenbach 
has been serving as acting at­ 
torney general.

These are men who have 
served from 4 to 10 months on 
active duty under a special pro­ 
gram and have a remaining re­ 
serve training obligation of up 
to 6 years, minus the time they 
spent on active duty. 
Such an out will not be availa­ 
ble in the future to young men 
who sign up in this “ reserye 
enlisted program” as an alter­ 
native to being drafted for two 
years of active service. 
The practice has been for 
them to enlist in either a Re­ 
serve or Guard unit, take their 4 
to 10 months of basic training, 
then return 
to civilian life 
where they have been obligated 
to drill weekly and to go to sum­ 
mer training camp for two 
weeks each year. 
The new program announced 
by Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara 
last weekend 
gives such enlisted reservists a 
way of avoiding weekly drills, 
although some of them would be 
liable for the yearly two weeks’ 
summer training. 
This is because defense offi­ 
cials have decreed that the Na­ 
tional Guard, being expanded to 
a strength of 550,000 with the 
addition of about 150,000 re­ 
servists, shall be an all-volun- 


teer force. 
TTiey have said that if a man 
does not want to accept service 
in a Guard unit, he could be 
transferred to a reserve man­ 
power pool. 
This pool now totals more 
than 453,000 officers and men 
who still have reserve obliga­ 
tions but do not drill and are not 
assigned to units. In effect, they 
are names on a list, subject to 
mobilization in an emergency. 
Asked for a formal explana­ 
tion of the way men in this 
Army Reserve enlisted group 
will be affected, the Defense 
Department said: 
“ Under the new program they 
will be offered an opportunity, 
wherever possible to join a Na­ 
tional Guard unit. 
“ If this is not possible, or if 
they do hot choose to join a 
Guard unit, they will be as­ 
signed to the ready reserve mo­ 
bilization reinforcement pool. 
“ Men in the pool will continue 
to have an obligation for annual 
military training or mobiliza­ 
tion until their respective six- 
year obligation has been com­ 
pleted.”

DOCUMENT REVEALS AFL-CIO DRIVE 
F o r p o l i t i c al c o nt r o l 
The National Right to Work Committee has 
secured a secret 142-page AFL-CIO document 
rev ealing details and strategy in a “ Sev en 
Year Plan” for gaining control of the gov ­ 
ernorships and legislatures of the 50 states. 
Control is plotted in the blueprint for achiev e­ 
ment by 19 6 9 . 
On the basis of the financial requirements 
budgeted 
for 
one 
state, 
it is po ssible to 
estimate that the nationwide program will re­ 
quire the ex penditure of from $35,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 by the unions. The money will be 
ex acted from union members in compulsory 
“ dedicated 
assessments.” Any local union 
which fails to reach its financial quota will 
lo se its AFL-CIO affiliation. 
The No. 1 airp and purpose of the nationwide 
o ffensiv e for po litical control, as clearly set 
forth in the document, is to destroy all Right 
to Work laws in fo rce (in 19 states) and defeat 
all effo rts to enact the laws in the other states. 
The true nature and scope of the driv e is to be 
disguised in each state by calling it “ Program 
o f Pro gress.” The nationwide operation is being 
masterminded by the AFL-CIO’s Committee 
on Po litical Education (COPE). 
“ This is a blueprint,” said Reed Larson, 
Ex ecutiv e Vice President of the National right 
to Work Committee, “ through which the o fficials 
o f the big nationwide unions, already danger­ 
ously powerful in national and state po litics, 
seek control and the legislatures of the 50 
states. It spells out these o bjectiv es clearly . 
It is a massiv e mov e to establish ‘Laborism* 
in the United States through 
the power in­ 
strument of compulsory unionism.

A growing 
number o f court interpretations indicate that 
the city , not the mo torist, is respo nsible. 
The most recent interpretation inv olv ed a 
fatal accident in Shelby County , Ohio. A New 
Lebanon, Ohio resident was charged with failure 
to y ield the right-o f-way in a two -car accident 
that resulted in the death o f an 8 4-y ear-o ld 
man. 
A municipal court judge dismissed the charge 
when ev idence showed that the stop signs at 
the intersectio n where the accident happened 
were less than four feet abov e ground, not the 
fiv e feet specified by the Ohio department 
o f highway s sign manual.

an Ossining, New York 
mo to rist won a judgement o f $6 7 ,000 from the 
city after being inv olv ed in a serio us accident 
caused by a missing stop sign that was knocked 
down by Halloween pranksters.

There 
is no such thing as Histo rians 
and Literatu re Teachers fo r 
So -and-So , no Co mmittee o f 
the Arts and Hu manities fo r 
Vo ter Info rmatio n. 
There is no reaso n why there 
co uld no t be, but it is do ubt­ 
ful if such o rg anizatio ns wo uld 
carry much weig ht.

The verdict o f “ Nuts” to the 
enemy was no t g iven alo ne at 
Basto g ne. It was g iven to him

The o ther German arm y , the 
6 th, was led by Sepp Dietrich, 
a fo rmer Hitler chau ffeu r, and 
made up mo stly o f po o rly led 
SS tro o ps. To Vo n Manteuffel, 
sharing a g o al with Sepp Die­ 
trich was almo st like asking 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley to fig ht 
side by side with A1 Capo ne, 
and giv ing Capo ne mo re tanks 
and guns. 
Hie troops under Dietrich 
came roaring through our lines, 
g H fhsir o wn nhfrf(Wranhs Of 


themselves 
subsequently

cig ars. And they so metimes 
killed o u r tro o ps and the Bel­ 
g ian peo ple bey o nd their imme­ 
diate need fo r blo o dletting . 
And no w I must g et back to 
my o rig inal po int, which is:

The third key sto ne o f the Bat­ 
tle o f the Bu lg e—aside fro m St.

Sepp D ietrich's men lined up

Malmedy , but they lacked the 
swift g eniu s o f battle to pene­ 
trate this no rthern hing e o f the 
Battle o f the Bulg e. 
And this is what happened: 
Fo r several day s Allied head­ 
qu arters, fig u ring fo ra certain­ 
ty that the German adventu rers 
wo uld mo mentarily penetrate 
Malmedy , sent flig ht after flig ht 
o f bo mbers to hit the to wn. 
They hit it ag ain and ag ain. 
The Germans tried to side­ 
step the to wn to the so uth, and 
their arm o r was bo o by -trapped 
and dismay ed by o u r men. 
The bo mbs that fell in Mel- 
medy fell amid o u r o wn earnest 
and stu bbo rn infantry and the 
Belg ian civilians.

But the Allies co uldn't risk it.

Fish too strong to suit your 
taste? 
Then skin’em. 
Actually, the objectional fla­ 
vor commonly associated with 
game species is caused by three 
different factors, state the fish­ 
ing authorities at Mercury out­ 
boards: 
(1) Care of the fish between 
the time it’s caught and the 
time it’s cooked. (2) Diet and 
water conditions. (3) The skin. 
Reasonable care of a catch to 
prevent spoilage is generally 
practiced by 
most anglers. 
Either keep them alive by using 
a stringer or other device, or 
kill Immediately and keep them 
cool and separated. 
Turbid water due to mud or 
plant growth may impart un­ 
desirable flavors to fish. This 
can be removed by soaking the 
meat in milk for several hours 
before cooking. 
The main source of bad taste, 
however, can be traced to the 
skin.

Celebration of C hristm as — 
the most widely observed r e ­ 
ligious holiday of modern world 
— was at one time illegal in 
early American history. 
Colonial New England did not 
celebrate Christm as, accord­ 
ing to researc hers at Compton’s 
Pictured Encyclopedia, because 
the stern Puritan colonists be­ 
lieved 
such 
activities 
were 
wholly pagan and forbade them 
by law. 
Christm as came to 
the American colonies while it 
was the subject of strenuous 
controversy in England. Eng­ 
lish Puritans condemned it as 
“ popish” and the secular cele­ 
bration as a “ wanton Bacchana­ 
lian feast.” 
Opposition of the English P u ri­ 
tans to festivals culminated in 
an act of Parliam ent in 1647 
which abolished the observance 
of C hristm as, E aster and W hit­ 
suntide. 
This was echoed in 
the American colonies in 1659 
when Puritans enacted a law in 
the general court of M assachu­ 
se tts to punish those who “ kept 
C hristm as.” 
The 
law 
read “ W hosoever 
shall be found observing any 
such day as Christm as or the 
like, either by forebearing of 
labor, feasting, or in any other 
way . . . sha’l be subject to 
a fine of five shillings.” 
The law was repealed in 1681 
but* many of the Puritans were 
not reconciled to this action. 
Secular reveling at Christm as* 
had often interfered 
with r e ­ 
ligious devotions and offended 
the Puritans’ moral sense.T his 
intensified their sectarian hos­ 
tility to the religious o b se r­ 
vance of Christm as -- an a t­ 
titude they maintained for the 
b etter part of two centuries in 
p a rts of New England. 
The fun-loving Dutch colonists 
of New Amsterdam, however, 
celebrated Christm as as their 
chief holiday. They brought the 
old custom s from their hom e­ 
land, especially the C hristm as 
stocking and observance of the

commission on a permanent ba­ 
sis, to study the possibility of 
dual adm inistration of the insti­ 
tutions, and to require staff 
physicians to secure M issouri 
medical licenses. This latter 
applies to those doctors who 
earned 
medical degrees in - 
other countries but who have 
not been licensed on a regular 
basis in this country. 
The committee will present 
its report tothe general assem ­ 
bly 
when 
it convenes next 
month. 
The 10-membcr com­ 
mittee, five from the House and 
five from the Senate, visited 
all state mental institutions. 
The committee was set up 
after 
sharp criticism 
was 
voiced here over the attacks 
by patients on employes at St. 
Joseph State Hospital, and the 
number of walkaways from the 
institution. 
Three of the com mittee’s rec­ 
ommendations deal with sécur­ 
ité.

I am proud of the people who 
have served as division heads, 
supts., commissioners, etc., 
during the last four years. To 
begin with, I made it a policy to 
name to positions of responsi* 
bility only individuals who were 
personally known to me, and in 
whose honesty, integrity and 
loyalty I could place complete 
confidence. 
Nothing can cause a governor 
more grief than irresponsible, 
inexperienced 
or 
immature 
persons carrying duties great­ 
er than their ability. Political 
entrapment into weak appoint* 


ments is the greatest disserv* 
ice that may be done to a gov* 
ernor. It is not a crisis to be 
met just at the beginning of his 
term, but a continuing problem 
throughout his administration. 
Frankly, I attribute whatever 
good my administration may 
have done for Missouri to the 
quality of the people who have 
been willing to accept govern­ 
mental 
responsibility during 
these years. I have had no cause 
for disappointment in anyone 
who was my original appointee. 
I look back today upon nearly 
four years in the executive of­ 
fice with much satisfaction upon 
the attainment of some goals, 
and some disappointment that 
we could not have done more. 
I cannot claim to be the au* 
thor of everything good that has 
happened in Missouri since I9­ 
60, nor do I like to be given the 
blame for all our frustrations.

UJ5. Department of Commerce. 
Bank assets in Missouri have 
grown by a billion dollars in this 
period. 
We have gained steadily in in­ 
dustries and jobs. In 1963, for 
instance, 132 new industrial 
plants were installed in Mis-, 
souri, creating 3,758 new jobs, 
resulting in over $15 million 
in new salaries and wages and a 
capital investment of $43.5 mil­ 
lion. Nearly 60 per cent of these 
were in out-state areas—which 
is an excellent reason for every 
Missouri town to upgrade itself 
through the community better­ 
ment program. 
Tbis was one of the best indus­ 
trial years for Missouri since 
the end of World War Q, and 
many solid companies are still 
appraising Missouri for site lo­ 
cations. Tbe current year offers 
promise of being as rewarding 
in this field as was 1963. 
Even more are expansions by 
existing industry. These totaled 
166 in 1963, and created 11,989 
new industrial jobs with a capi­ 
tal investment totaling $83 mil- 
tal investment totaling $83 mil- ' 
lion. 


Our research capabilities con­ 
tinue to grow, in both the uni­ 
versity sector, the private in­ 
dustry sector and the non-profit 
institute sector, so that there 
are some 10,000 scientists at 
work in several kinds of labora­ 
tories that exist in our state. 
The space sciences research 
center on the Rolla and Colum­ 
bia camp-uses of the University 
of Missouri is a very promising 
development for the nurturing 
of future Missouri industries. 
We are polishing the cultural 
profile of our state through the 
dedicated activity of the Mis­ 
souri Council on the Arts, 
whose efforts are in parallel 
to developments along this line 
in other progressive states. 
We have had quiet and sensi­ 
ble progress in the field of hum­ 
an rights. A great deal of this 
has been at the community level 
where results are most satis­ 
factory, but the state Commis­ 
sion on Human Rights has been 
most helpful. O u r greatest 
strength has been the modera­ 
tion that is typical of Missouri 
citizens and which has kept 
us largely free of radical ac­ 
tions in both directions. 
Our transition in public ac­ 
commodations 
has been as 
gracefully achieved as was our 
transition in school integration 
several years ago. 
We have had a rewarding ex­ 
pansion in export trade by Mis­ 
souri firms. 
Missouri exports increased by 
12 per cent from 1960 to 1963. 
Our sales of agricultural com­ 
modities abroad was substanti­ 
ally above the half billion dollar 
mark in 1963. 
One out of every 10 Missouri 
farmers makes his living from 
exports and at least 40,000 Mis­ 
souri workers owe their jobs to 
exports. About4.4 per cent of 
Missouri small businesses are 
exporters.

The not-so-lucky brothers of 
Santa’s 
mythical 
steeds, the 
caribou 
or 
North American 
reindeer, are leading far less 
romantic existences. 
F o r centuries 
the 
North- 
landers have relied on th 3 ca ri­ 
bou for the necessities of life. 
The animals* warm hides are 
converted into clothing and lea­ 
ther. 
Tools and weapons are 
fashioned from the antlers. The 
dark-skinned 
Eskim os relish 
the meat and have pressed some 
European herds into domesti­ 
cation. 
Though 
much 
larger than 
Dancer and Prancer, the aver­ 
age caribou is a rather sm all 
stag, at 250 pounds only slightly 
larger than a Missouri white- 
tail buck. 
Fo r his size the 
thick-muzzled, 
white-necked 
bull carries the most enormous 
rack of antlers of the entire 
deer family. 
The 
great pal- 
mated main beam with its many 
points sweeps skyward to double 
his 4-foot height. Curving from 
the main beam, the bez points, 
are cupped to form the’ baskets 
of the handsome antlers, while 
protruding just above, the brow 
is the shovel. 
Caribou are unique among deer 
in that both sexes produce ant­ 
lers. 
However, antlers of the 
cow 
are small 
and 
unim­ 
pressive. 
Three nearly identic al species 
of caribou, the woodland, the 
mountain 
and 
the 
barren 
grounds, thrive in North Am eri­ 
ca. 
Native to the Arctic 
and 
Antarctic, 
they never stray 
far from the snow fields 
and 
glaciers. 
Their long, hollow 
hair buoys them while swim­ 
ming and covers the thick wool 
coats which protect them in low 
temperatures. On circular feet, 
nearly 
as 
large as 
dinner 
plates, 
the 
animals 
travel 
easily through heavy snow and 
marsh lands. 
If there is one characteristic 
that the American reindeer and 
Santa’s chargers have in com­ 
mon, it is their desire to be 
going places. Without apparent 
reason, 
the 
restless caribou 
w ill focus his myopic eyes on 
the distant horizon, cock his 
keen ears and take off at a 
brisk trot to a new territory, 
m iles distant. 
This nomadic 
trait is one of the most dif­ 
ficult 
for 
barren 
lands 
dwellers to cope with. T e rri­ 
tory containing great herds to­ 
day 
may 
be 
gameless to­ 
morrow.

Business will Continue Good ! 
DETROIT (AP) — The three 
major auto companies agree 
that business will continue fine 
in 1965, with Ford Motor Co. the 
most optimistic. 
Henry Ford H told his annual 
year-end 
news 
conference 
Tuesday that car and truck 
sales in the United States next 
year might reach 10.1 million 
vehicles. 
A day earlier, Chrysler Presi­ 
dent Lynn A. Townsend said 
1965 car and truck sales would 
total at least 9.5 million and 
could exceed 10 million. 
Frederic G. Donner, chair­ 
man of the board of General 
Motors — largest of the auto 
makers — said Sunday that 1965 
sales could surpass this year’s 
expected total of 9.2 million. 
The big difference between 
the Ford board chairman and 
Donner was in their estimate of 
the 1965 domestic car market. 
Donner said it could exceed 7.8 
million units; Ford predicted it 
would reach 8.7 million. Town­ 
send’s figure was about 8 mil­ 
lion. 
Ford, asked to explain the 
wide difference between his 
projection and that of General 
Motors, replied: 
“ Hie 8.7-million figure is a 
very realistic one as far as I 


am concerned. I am quite op­ 
timistic. I don’t know what in­ 
fluenced Mr. Donner's conclu­ 
sions.” 
The Ford chairman, as Chrys­ 
ler and General Motors did ear­ 
lier, expressed confidence that 
the industry would maintain its 
growth pattern. He said about 
$700 million of the company’s 
three-year $1.6 - billion ex­ 
pansion and modernization plan 
would be spent in 1965, com­ 
pared to $465 million t h i s 
year. 
Ford emphasized labor mat­ 
ters more than the other two 
auto makers, mentioning recent 
local strikes which cost Ford 
about 130,000 cars and trucks 
from its production schedules. 
Ford said he did not question 
the right of the United Auto 
Workers, or other unions, to 
strike but added: “ I am ques­ 
tioning 
the 
excessive bar­ 
gaining power of unions and 
their abuse of this power.” 
Of over-all business condi­ 
tions, he said: 
“ The keystone to our present 
prosperity, I believe, is the 
decision, reflected in the tax 
cut, to rely less on govern­ 
ment spending and more on the 
powerful forces of private en­ 
terprise.”

“Always Knew” Truman 
Would Amount to Something 
INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (AP) 
—Harry Truman and Bess Wal­ 
lace were good students—but 
ah, that Charlie Ross! 
Charlie, says Mrs. W. L. C. 
Palmer, was brilliant—-thebest 
student she ever had in her latin 
and mathematics classes at In­ 
dependence High School. He be­ 
came a famous newspaperman 
and then press secretary to the 
president of the United States, 
his school chum. Ross died in 
1950. 
But what about Harry? 
“ I knew Harry would amount 
to something,” said Mrs. Palm­ 
er. “ I knew he’d make his mark, 
but I never thought he’d be 
president and Bess the First 
Lady.” 
Mrs. Palmer, a petite and 
sprightly great 
grandmother 
who looks like everybody’s fa­ 
vorite teacher, is 89—just nine 
years older than former Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Truman. 
Truman introduced her from 
the platform Sunday when he 
participated in the dedication of 
the Truman High School in Inde­ 
pendence. Monday, sitting in the 
living room of her Victorian 
style home, she talked of those 
days when Harry and Bess— 
and Charlie Ross—were in her 
classes. 
“ They were lovely, always so 
polite and respectful. 
“ Bess was a popular girl.She 
always had lots of beaux, but 
she knew who to choose. 
“ Harry says they were sweet­ 
hearts from the time he inether 
at the Presbyterian Church and 
that they were sweethearts ir. 
high school. But I didn’t know 
it then. I guess he never kept 
company with any other girl. 
“ Harry was always reading 
and always was trying to keep 
up with Charlie—and he did a 
good job of it. Bess was an ex­ 


cellent student too. 
“ I remember their graduation 
in 1901, Harry standing in the 
back row, while down in front, 
with the girls, was Bess.” 
Mrs. Palmer taught at Inde­ 
pendence High for four years, 
then had to retire because she 
married Palmer, the super­ 
intendent of schools. He died 
in 1937. Her tenure covered 
the three years Harry a n d 
Bess went to the school. 
Tbe Trumans never forgot 
Mrs. Palmer through his suc­ 
cession of jobs -—county judge, 
senator, vice president, presi­ 
dent and now as Mr. Citizen. 
“ When he was a senator he 
used to send me letters in long- 
hand,” says Mrs. Palmer. “ He 
still wrote after he became 
president, but not in longhand.” 
Once Mrs. Truman visited the 
battlefield at Gettysburg and 
sent 
Mrs. Palmer a white 
flower 
from 
there. 
Mrs. 
Palmer’s father was wounded 
in Pickett’s Charge at Gettys­ 
burg and lay on the field for 
three days before he was res­ 
cued by the Sisters of Charity. 
“ When Harry was county 
judge—he laid the second best 
road system in the country—he 
gave me a book inscribed: ‘To 
Mrs. W. L. C. Palmer, who 
tried to teach me to be what I 
ought to be,’ ” says Mrs. Pal­ 
mer. 
Her four children and a step­ 
daughter are grown and have 
moved away, but Mrs. Palmer 
still lives in the same great 
house two blocks from where 
the Trumans live. “ It’s new­ 
er,” she says. “ This house was 
built in 1885 and the Truman 
home in 1865.” 
Mrs. Palmer still is active in 
the Elizabeth Browning Society 
that she organized. Her walls 
are lined with pictures of her

EXPECT MORE TURNOVERS IN THE JOHNSON CABINET 
Private Industry 
Invited to Join 
War on Poverty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
head of the Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion's war on poverty has wel­ 
comed the participation of pri­ 
vate industry and invited m ore. 
Sargent Shriver, director of 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity, took the step Wednesday 
after the White House had re­ 
leased the second major batch 
of projects in the antipoverty 
war. 
Included in the $82.6-million 
package was a New Jersey Job 
Corps training center to be op­ 
erated by a subsidiary of Inter­ 
national Telephone 6 Telegraph 
Co. for 
a 
possible 
fee of 
$540,000. 
At a news conference Shriver 
said, 
" I hope that a large 
amount of participation by p ri­ 
vate industry will develop over 
the months ahead.'' 
The urban Job Corps training 
center at Camp Kilmer, 
was one of three announced. 
The two others, at Tongue Point 
Naval Station, O re., and Camp 
Gary, Tex., will be operated by 
nonprofit organizations. 
The White House announce­ 
ment also contained 18 sites in 
15 states for the sm aller rural 
job training centers. They are 
in addition to 41 sites announced 
in late November. 
In all, antipoverty program 
officials said, about 150 rural 
centers to train 100 
to 
200 
youths in basic job skills and 
rudim entary education 
a r e 
planned. 
TTiey hope to have 
about 10 urban area centers, for 
1,000 or more youths, in opera­ 
tion by next June.

DOCUMENT REVEALS AFL-CIO DRIVE 
FOR POLITICAL CONTROL 
The National Right to Work Committee has 
secured a secret 142-page AFL-CIO document 
revealing details and strategy in a “Seven 
Year Plan** for gaining control of the gov­ 
ernorships and legislatures of the 50 states. 
Control is plotted in the blueprint for achieve­ 
ment by 1969. 
On the basis of the financial requirements 
budgeted 
for 
one 
state, 
it is possible to 
estimate that the nationwide program will re­ 
quire the expenditure of from $35,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 by the unions. The money will be 
exacted from inion members in compulsory 
“dedicated 
assessments.” Any local union 
which fails to reach its financial quota will 
lose its AFL-CIO affiliation. 
The No. 1 aiip and purpose of the nationwide 
offensive for political control, as clearly set 
forth in the document, is to destroy all Right 
to Work laws in force (in 19 states) and defeat 
all efforts to enact the laws in the other states. 
The true nature and scope of the drive is to be 
disguised in each state by calling it “Program 
of Progress.” The nationwide operation is being 
masterminded by the AFL-CIO’s Committee 
on Political Education (COPE). 
“This is a blueprint,” said Reed Larson, 
Executive Vice President of the National right 
to Work Committee, “through which the officials 
of the big nationwide unions, already danger­ 
ously powerful in national and state politics, 
seek control and the legislatures of the 50 
states. It spells out these objectives clearly. 
It is a massive move to establish ‘Laborism’ 
in the United States through 
the power in­ 
strument of compulsory unionism. 
“ With such control over the nation’s jobs, 
and control of the governorships and the legis­ 
latures, men like Walter Reuther, James Hof- 
fa and Harry Bridges would have political 
power sufficient to approve or veto all state 
laws, and ultimately, all federal laws. 
“ In the interest of informing the American 
people bf the scope and motivation of this 
drilre for .power J*y the officials df Big Union­ 
ism, our Committee is preparing a special 
report for widest distribution.”

If a stop sign is missing, a traffic light not 
working or a road sign knocked down, who’s 
responsible if an accident occurs? A growing 
number of court interpretations indicate that 
the city, not the motorist, is responsible. 
The most recent interpretation involved a 
fatal accident in Shelby County, Ohio. A New 
Lebanon, Ohio resident was charged with failure 
to yield the right-of-way in a two-car accident 
that resulted in the death of an 84-year-old 
man. 
A municipal court judge dismissed the charge 
when evidence showed that the stop signs at 
the intersection where the accident happened 
were less than four feet above ground, not the 
five feet specified by the Ohio department 
of highways sign manual. 
In 
another 
case, 
an Ossining, New York 
motorist won a judgement of $67,000 from the 
city after being involved in a serious accident 
caused by a missing stop sign that was knocked 
down by Halloween pranksters. 
To pay this judgement, Ossining had to issue 
bonds that increased the local tax rate. This 
meant that an Ossining resident with a home 
assessed at $10,000 had to pay $5 a year in 
extra taxes for a five year period, or a total 
of $2$ in extra taxes. The cost of the sign:

that tt oouldn*t enforce its speed ordinance be­ 
cause improper speed limit signs were being 
used, and all speeding arrests were dismissed.

It is di­ 
rected to all rural young people, 
all parents in rural and subur­ 
ban areas, farm ers and others 
who have to do with the use of 
pesticides.

it is pred­ 
icated on the soundest of bases 
-- that pesticides are absolutely 
essentia] 
to modern agricul­ 
ture, and that what is needed is 
a wider knowledge of basic 
safety precautions. 
Reading the label, of course, 
is the first step Then comes 
storage -- pesticides must tie 
kept out of the reach of chil­ 
dren, irresponsible or unin­ 
formed people. Then they must 
be applic 1 precisely 
as 
di­ 
rected. Finally, adequate pro­ 
vision must be made for dis­ 
posal of used containers. It is 
suggested that the best means 
of doing this is to bury them 
at least 18 inches deep in an 
isolated area away from water 
supplies.

350,000 tons of pesticides are 
used each year to control de­ 
structive insects. The accidents 
they cause are totally unneces­ 
sary and are the result of sheer 
carelessness. So, when you use 
a pesticide, read that lal>el and 
take the other simple and es­ 
sential precautions.

NEW YORK yAP) — In war 
you sometimes kill your own 
people to keep the other fellow 
from going through your chosen 
position. 
TTiis is a necessary facet of 
combat perhaps unrealized bya 
younger generation more used 
to prosperity than danger. 
Let me present an example: 
On this day 20 years ago, 
Adolf Hitler — as his profes­ 
sional 
army 
advisers wryly 
knew — gave up the ghost of 
victory in the west by start­ 
ing the Battle of the Bulge in 
the Belgian Ardennes. 
Few things in this world are 
harder to contain than a well- 
planned 
German 
attempt 
to 
move from here to there. 
At first they slipped in steal, 
thy silhouettes of well-armed 
silence, killing us by their being 
and surprising us by their dar­ 
ing. 
There were two arm ies of 
them. One was the 5th Panzer 
army, led by a professional 
army man, Gen. Hasso vor. 
Manteuffel, whose main pur­ 
pose was destroyed by our re­ 
sistance 
at 
St. 
Vith 
and 
Bastogne. 
TTie verdict of "Nuts” to the 
enemy was not given alone at 
Bastogne. It was given to him 
at most places after his finely 
organized breakthrough. 
The other German army, the 
6th, was led by Sepp Dietrich, 
a former Hitler chauffeur, and 
made up mostly of poorly led 
SS troops. To Von Manteuffel, 
sharing a goal with Sepp Die­ 
trich was almost like asking 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley to fight 
side by side with A1 Capone, 
and giving Capone more tanks 
and guns. 
ITie troops under Dietrich 
came roaring through our lines, 
a« th o lr own nhntno’rflnhs of 


Even at the third level of 
continuity, too - sudden change 
can lie destructive. In 
some 
countries, said Dr. McDermott, 
the change is so rapid that "a 
father’s 
whole 
experience is 
without meaning for his son." 
We can see it even in our own 
society, on a lesser scale, in 
the gap in understanding that 
often separates 
the genera­ 
tions. 


This could be a preview of 
life in the 21st century. 
A West German architect has 
proposed 
the 
building 
of a 
"Town in a Tower" near the 
capital of Bonn -- a 356-storv 
skyscraper to end all sk\scrap­ 
ers, which would house 25,000 
people in 8,000 apartments and 
would include all the amenities 
a normal town has, such as 
stores, repair shops, theaters, 
even 
a town hall - suite with 
police station and mayor’s of­ 
fice. 
The Town in A Tower would 
be about 4,100 feet high, more 
than three times as tall as the 
Empire State Building, which 
stands a mere 1,250 feet, ex­ 
cluding its television tower. 
There would l>e underground 
garages for 4,000 cars and an 
intricate system of elevators. 
Electricity and heat would be 
supplied by w indmills as well as 
fuel - burning generators. 
According to architect Rot>ert 
Gabriel, who has 30 assistant 
architects to help him, he could 
finish the plans in about three 
years. The actual construction* 
would take until 1975. Cost: Half 
a billion dollars. 
Asked the purpose of piling so 
many 
f>eople on top 
of each 
other, Gabriel points out that 


the total floor area would be 
the same as that of a conven­ 
tional town of the same popu­ 
lation. But by shooting it all 
straight up on a base only 900 
feet In diameter, a vast ex­ 
panse of land would be avail­ 
able for parks and agriculture. 
That 
makes 
sense 
in this 
period of rising population and 
creeping urbanization. It will 
probably 
make even better 
sense as time goes by. Most of 
us may live long enough to find 
out whether Herr Gabriel is a 
pipe-dreamer or a prophet. 
One thing Is sure. Life would 
likely be more sunny for re si­ 
dents in the upper stories of a 
Town in a Tower. 
* * * 
Scientists, who have often been 
criticized for giving frail man­ 
kind 
godlike power in every­ 
thing from computerized medi­ 
cine to atomic warfare and then 
running away from the conse­ 
quences, have gotten into the 
political act in a big way this 
year. 
First, there was Scientists and 
Engineers 
for 
Johnson — 
organized in July by 38 of the 
nation’s 
leading 
scientists, 
among them 10 Nobel prize win­ 
ners, plus university profes­ 
sors, 
industrial leaders and 
former advisers to both P resi­ 
dents Eisenhower and Kennedy. 
In obedience to Newton’s Third 
Law of Motion, this action re ­ 
sulted (albeit 
somewhat 
be­ 
latedly) in an equal and op­ 
posite reaction; Scientists and 
Engineers for Goldwater and 
Miller recently 
entered 
the 
fray. 
It also numbers alK)ut 
40 in its ranks — scientists, 
professors, research and en­ 
gineering executives for vari­ 
ous companies. 
In 
addition 
to 
these, 10 
scientists have formed the 1964 
Scientists’ Committee for Voter 
Information. Headed by 1958 
Nobel prize winner Dr. Ed­ 
ward L. Tatum of the Rocke­ 
feller Institute, It is politically 
nonpartisan and is intended to 
inform the public on campaign 
issues involving science. 
It is a commentary on the 
times that there should l>e this 
organized interest in politics 
on the part of scientists. There 
is no such thing as Historians 
and Literature Teachers for 
So-and-So, no Committee of 
the Arts and Humanities for 
Voter Information. 
There is no reason why there 
could not l>e, but it is doubt­ 
ful if such organizations would 
carry much weight. 
It is the scientists who have 
the prestige in our society to­ 
day. And although a candidate’s 
philosophy may have a very real 
bearing on the future of, say, the 
fine arts in America, it Is his 
understanding of the immensely 
i m p o r t a n t 
activities 
of 
scientists that is of far greater 
concern to the ordinary citizen. 
But aside from the Tatum 
committee which, as conceived, 
could perform a valuable se r­ 
vice to the electorate, there 
is reason to question whether 
• the 
political 
opinions of the 
< scientists in the other groups 
can have much influence. 
The very fact that scientists 
are on both sides of the fence 
suggests that politics is still 
the unscientific and emotionally 
charged business it always was. 
In addition to everything else 
lie has to think aliout, the vot-» 
er should not be faced with 
the problem of having to decide 
which scientists are wiser than 
others. 
Mavbe what we need is a 
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Committee for Voter Guidance 
on Committees of Scientists 
and 
Engineers 
for Political 
Candidates.

THE BIBLE SIMPLIFIED 
"And he called unto him the 
twelve, and began to send them 
forth by two and two: and gave 
them 
power 
over 
unclean 
spirits; and commanded them 
that they should take nothing 
for their journey, save a staff 
only; no scrip, no bread, 
no 
mon"y in their purse; but be 
shod with sandals and not put 
on two coats." 
This passage from the Gospel 
according to St. Mark (King 
James 
Version), 
with 
its 
strange syntax and punctuation, 
is heavy going for many people. 
Much more readable is the fol­ 
lowing: 
"He called his twelve disciples 
together and sent them out two 
by two. He gave them power 
over 
the evil 
spirits 
and 
ordered them: ‘Don’t take any­ 
thing with you except a stick; 
no bread, no bag, no money in 
your pockets. Wear sandals, but 
don’t wear an extra shirt.” * 
The latter is from 
"The 
Right Tim e," a newly published 
translation of Mark into every­ 
day American English. 
The translation is the first in 
English ever undertaken by the 
American Bible Society, which 
for years has been producing 
simple translations in foreign 
languages. "The Right Time" 
was originally intended for use 
overseas by the growing num­ 
bers of people who use English 
as a second language, but it was 
judged so readable that it will 
be distributed for young people, 
migrant workers, new- citizens 
and others who find the tradi­ 
tional Bible versions too dif­ 
ficult.

For several days A Hied head, 
quarters, figuring for a certain­ 
ty that the German adventurers 
would momentarily penetrate 
Malmedy, sent flight after flight 
of bombers to hit the town. 
They hit it again and again. 
The Germans tried to side­ 
step the town to the south, and 
their armor was booby-trapped 
and dismayed by our men. 
The bombs that fell in Mel- 
medy fell amid our own earnest 
and stubborn infantry and the 
Belgian civilians. No German 
outfit ever got into Malmedy. 
But the Allies couldn’t risk it. 
And that was how it was in 
that town then, and how it has 
been in many another town be­ 
fore and perhaps may be later. 
At the time it is hard to be 
under your own bombs. Later, 
if you survive, you forget the 
bitterness and perhaps begin to 
understand. 
Anyway, that's one part of 
war, as it was in a battle that 
startled the world 20 years ago 
trvta v

MISSISSIPPI CHALLENGE

He has 
already begun his campaign for 
re-election, two years hence, 
by sending out political prop­ 
aganda at the taxpayers* ex­ 
pense. 
Snyder recently franked out 
a "new sletter" criticizing the 
increase in Federal spending 
and employment, the federal 
food stamp program to feed 
impoverished 
people 
in de­ 
pressed areas, and the sale 
of surplus wheat to Yugoslavia. 
The 
Kentuckian 
counter­ 
balanced his partisan report 
with a mild rebuke to five 
be in Mississippi * other lame-duck 
colleagues, 
who recently went on foreign 
junkets at government expense. 
"It’s pretty hard to justify 
such a trip ," concluded Snyder, 
"when they aren't going to be 
around to act on the knowledge 
they acquire on the trip." 
But what he didn't tell the 
voters back home was that his 
"new s-letter" 
cost the tax­ 
payers more than $5,000 in 
postage and folding expenses 
alone, which is more than many 
Congressmen spend on a junket.

Joe 
Louis, 
Now 
Labor Leader, Is Sign Of Nat­ 
ional Drive For Negro Unions 
New York;—Joe Louis, ex­ 
newsboy, ex-iceman, ex-auto 
worker and ex-world’s heavy­ 
weight champ, now is a full­ 
time lalxDr leader. 
For some 
months he has been president 
of a catch-all local, organizing 
the unorganized in the Negro 
districts of Philadelphia. 
It’s 
a 
sign 
of the times, 
because Joe’s 
sponsor 
and 
mentor is Harlem’s 
William 
Rowe, 
former 
deputy police 
commissioner here, who tra­ 
veled to Scandinavia with his 
friend, the Rev. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. 
The ex-boxer’s assignment is 
to unionize the bars first and 
then "anything else non-union." 
The potential is vast and Joe’s 
top union chiefs believe the bars 
are as good a center of oper­ 
ations as any. 
They’re open 
most of the day and folks drop 
in to gab and exchange gripes, 
is how one chap topside in the 
Louis labor federation put it. 
If Louis* push gets rolling 
there soon will be other locals 
in the big Negro centers of the 
big eastern cities, where the 
old traditional unions haven’t 
moved. 
It will take more than the old 
glamor and a symbolic pair of 
gloves for Joe Louis to push 
through and spark what could 
be the first wave of Negro union­ 
ism in the land. 
But the 50- 
year-old ex-champ apparently 
has some pros with him in the 
profession which still regards 
him as an amateur union leader. 
His charter was issued by 
something called the National 
Organization 
of 
Industrial 
Trade Unions (NOITU), head­ 
quartered in Jamaica, Long Is­ 
land. 
The NOITU is unaffil­ 
iated with any major labor or­ 
ganization, though its leaders 
are friends of some team sters 
and Joe Louis has been photo­ 
graphed with Jimmy Hoff a. 
NOITU, which gave Joe his 
Local 25P (for Pennsylvania) 
is small, 
but a fascinating 
part of a virtually unobserved 
labor development. 
It is a 
confederation of some 19 locals 
in the metal, machine and tex­ 
tile fields and, according to its 
leader 
Louis 
Lasky, 
will 
unionize anything it can that 
is not unionized. 
It is con­ 
centrated in New York and New 
jersey, but has one local In 
Florida and another in Alabama. 
It has been operating quietly; 
so few know much about the 
organization, 
though 
its of­ 
ficials 
claim 
some 27.000 


memliers. 
This figure is ex­ 
pected to jump now that there 
is experimentation and concen­ 
tration 
in the 
Negro • com­ 
munities. 
It reflects considerable talk in 
Negro circles about launching 
new unions to compete with the 
traditional 
ones 
which have 
small Negro 
membership or 
which close the doors to colored 
workers. 
Most outspoken on this front 
has been Jim Farm er, National 
Director of the Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE). Three 
weeks ago he warned unions 
in the construction field that 
CORE might soon be moved to 
launch its own lalxjr organiza­ 
tions if the doors aren’t opened 
wide to skilled Negro workers. 


To 
insiders 
this 
seemed 
merely a warning, but CORE 
is moving quickly on the in­ 
dustrial front. 
In Boston it 
has organized a pilot craft con­ 
tractors association of Negro 
businessmen to help them get 
construction contracts. This is 
the first step. 
Once they get 
the work, they could hire Ne­ 
groes and whites from outside 
labor if the craft unions re­ 
fused 
to send along skilled 
workers of all races. 
If CORE’S Boston project is 
successful, it will be repeated 
in New York and then in other 
cities. 
Jim Farm er has con­ 
siderable contact in the White 
House and has not hesitated 
to protest agatnst failure of 
either contracts or jobs going 
to Negroes. 
Thus 
the 
traditional, over­ 
whelmingly white unions will 
be caught in a pincer move­ 
ment. 
On one side, the urge 
for a new Negro unionism will 
pressure the old ones. 
From 
the other side will be pressure 
from the new contractors* as­ 
sociations 
demanding 
Negro 
workers. 
If the old unions don't open 
their doors and admit Negro 
applicants, the colored workers 
will simply organize their own. 
There will be nothing to stop 
them. 
The White House won't inter­ 
fere, even if the older unions 
shout that the new units are 
really non-union. 
When ques­ 
tioned the other day, one of 
President Johnson's top aides 
said that business and the con­ 
tractors were not really a prob­ 
lem. but the unions are. 
It looks like a showdown, now 
that the federal government is 
readying to spend hundreds ol 
millions on construction. 
It 
will get more turbulent before 
it gets quieter.

DOCUMENT REVEALS AFL-CIO DRIVE 
F or p o l i t i c a l c o n t r o l 
The National Right to Work Committee has 
secured a secret 142-page AFL-CIO document 
revealing details and 
strategy in a “ Seven 
Year Plan” for gaining control of the gov­ 
ernorships and legislatures of the 50 states,, 
Control is plotted in the blueprint for achieve­ 
ment by 1969. 
On the basis of the financial requirements 
budgeted 
for 
one 
state, 
it is possible to 
estim ate that the nationwide program will re­ 
quire the expenditure of from $35,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 by the unions. The money will be 
exacted from anion members in compulsory 
“ dedicated 
a ssessm en ts.” Any local union 
which fails to reach its financial quota will 
lose its AFL-CIO affiliation. 
The No. I airp and purpose of the nationwide 
offensive for political control, as clearly set 
forth in the document, is to destroy all Right 
to Work laws in force (in 19 states) and defeat 
all efforts to enact the laws in the other states. 
The true nature and scope of the drive is to be 
disguised in each state by calling it “ Program 
of P rogress.” The nationwide operation is being 
masterminded by the AFL-CIO’s Committee 
on Political Education (COPE). 
“ This is a blueprint,” said Reed Larson, 
Executive Vice President of the National right 
to W'ork Committee, “ through which the officials 
of the big nationwide unions, already danger­ 
ously powerful in national and state politics, 
seek control and the legislatures of the 50 
states. It spells out these objectives clearly. 
It is a massive move to establish ‘Laborism* 
in the United States through 
the power in­ 
strument of compulsory unionism. 
“ With such control over the nation’s jobs, 
and control of the governorships and the legis­ 
latures, men like Walter Reuther, Jam es Hof- 
fa and Harry Bridges would have political 
power sufficient to approve or veto all state 
laws, and ultimately, all federal laws. 
“ In the interest of informing the American 
people of the scope and motivation of this 
drilve for .power 
by the officials of Big Union­ 
ism , our Committee is preparing a special 
report for widest distribution.”

If a stop sign is m issing, a traffic light not 
working or a road sign knocked down, who’s 
responsible if an accident occurs? A growing 
number of court interpretations indicate that 
the city, not the 
m otorist, is responsible. 
The most recent 
interpretation involved a 
fatal accident in Shelby County, Ohio. A New 
Lebanon, Ohio resident was c h a rg e d with failure 
to yield the right-of-way in a two-car accident 
that resulted in the death of an 84-year-old 
man. 
A municipal court judge dism issed the charge 
when evidence showed that the stop signs at 
the intersection where the accident happened 
were less than four feet above ground, not the 
five feet specified by the Ohio department 
of highways sign manual. 
In 
another 
case, 
an Ossining, New York 
motorist won a judgement of $67,000 from the 
city after being involved in a serious accident 
caused by a missing stop sign that was knocked 
down by Halloween pranksters. 
To pay this judgement, Ossining had to issue 
bonds 
that increased the local tax rate. This 
meant that an Ossining resident with a home 
assessed at $10,000 had to pay $5 a year in 
extra taxes for a five year period, or a total 
of $25 in extra taxes. The cost of the sign: 
$15. 
In another example, a New York Village found 
that it oouldn’t enforce its speed ordinance be­ 
cause improper speed limit signs were being 
used. and til speeding arrests were dismissed.

Of the three, men have h e re ­ 
tofore only been able to e x e r­ 
cise their wills on the third 
level. Even today, their pow er 
over the others is still chiefly 
negative and destructive. 
Dr. McDermott was speaking 
at a conference on Science and 
Development in Chile, one of 
the many nations in the world 
faced 
with the 
problem 
of 
achieving 
technological 
mod­ 
ernization while at the sam e 
tim e preserving their cultural 
heritage. 


Even at the third 
level of 
continuity, too - sudden change 
can be destructive. In

countries, said Dr. McDermott, 
the change is so rapid that " a

We can see it even in our own

A West German architect has 
proposed

capital of Bonn -- a 356-story 
skyscraper to end all sk y sc ra p ­ 
e r s , which would house 25,000 
people in 8,000 apartm ents and 
would include all the am enities 
a 
normal town has, such as 
sto res, repair shops, th eaters, 
even 
a town hall - suite with 
police station and m ayor’s of­ 
fice. 
The Town in A Tow er would 
be about 4,100 feet high, more 
than three times as tall as the 
f injure State Building, which 
stands a m ere 1,250 feet, ex ­ 
cluding its 
television 
tower. 
There would l>e underground 
garages for 4,000 c a rs and an 
intricate system of elevators. 
I lectrioity and heat would be 
supplied by windmills a s well as 
fuel - burning generators. 
According to architect Robert 
Gabriel, who has 30 assistant 
arc hitects to help him, he could 
finish the plans in about three 
years. The actual construction * 
would take until 1975. Cost: Half 
a billion dollars. 
Asked the purpose of piling so 
many 
i>eople on top 
of each 
other, Gabriel points out that 


the total floor area would be 
the sam e as that of a conven­ 
tional town of the sam e popu­ 
lation. But by shooting it all 
. straight up on a base only 900 
feet in diam eter, a vast e x ­ 
panse of land would be avail­ 
able for parks and agriculture. 
That 
makes 
sense 
in this 
period of rising population and 
creeping urbanization. It will 
probably 
make 
even 
better 
sen se as time roes by. Most of 
us may live long enough to find 
out whether H err Gabriel is a 
p ip e-d rea m e r or a prophet. 
One thing is sure. Life would 
likely l>e mere sunny for r e s i ­ 
dents in the upper sto ries of a 
Town in a Tower.

Scientists, who have often l>een 
criticized for giving frail m an­ 
kind 
godlike power in e v e ry ­ 
thing from "omputerized m edi­ 
cine to atomic w arfare and then 
running away from the co nse­ 
quences, have gotten into the 
political act in a big way this 
year. 
F irst, there was Scientists and 
Engineers 
for 
Johnson - - 
organized in July by 38 of the 
nation's 
leading 
scien tists, 
among them 10Nol>el prize win­ 
n ers, plus university p ro fes­

fo rm er advisers to both P r e s i­ 
dents Eisenhower and Kennedy. 
In obedience to Newton’s Third

nonpartisan and is intended to 
inform the public on campaign 
issues involving sc ience. 
It 
is 
a comm entary on the 
tim e s that there should be this 
organized interest in politics 
on the part of scientists. T here 
is no such thing as H istorians 
and 
L iterature 
T each ers for 
So-and-So, 
no co m m ittee 
of 
the 
A rts and Humanities for 
V oter Information. 
T here is no reason why there 
could not !>e, but it is doubt­ 
ful if such organizations would 
c a rry much weight. 
It is the scientists who have 
the prestige in our society to ­ 
day. And although a candidate’s 
philosophy may have a very real 
bearing on the future of, say, the 
fine a rts in Am erica, it is his 
understanding of the im m ensely 
i m p o r t a n t 
activities 
of 
sc ie n tists that is of far g re ate r 
concern to the ordinary citizen. 
But 
aside from the 
Tatum 
com m ittee which, as conceived, 
could perform a valuable s e r ­ 
vice 
to the electorate, there 
is 
reason to question whether 
■ the 
political 
opinions of the 
sc ie n tists in the other groups 
can have much influence. 
The very fact that scientists 
are on both sides of the fence 
su gg ests that {)olitics is still 
the unscientific and emotionally 
charged business it always was. 
In addition to everything else 
lie has to think about, the vot-*

should not be faced with 
the problem of having to decide 
which scientists are w iser than 
o th ers. 
Maybe what we 
need 
is a 
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tliemsel yes 
subsequently 
showed, laughing and smoking 
cigars. And they 
som etimes

of bombers to hit tile town. 
They [lit it again and again. 
The G erm ans tried to side­ 
step the town to the south, and 
their a rm o r was booby-trapped 
and dismayed by our men. 
Tile bombs that fell in Mel- 
medy fell am id our own earliest 
and stubborn Infantry and the 
Belgian civilians. No German 
outfit ever got into Malmedy. 
But the Allies couldn’t risk it. 
And that was how it was in 
that town then, and how it has 
been in many another town be­ 
fore and perhaps may be later. 
At the time it is hard to be 
under your own bombs. Later, 
if you survive, you forget the 
bitterness and perhaps begin to 
understand.

Labor L eader, Is Sign Of Nat­ 
ional Drive F o r Negro Unions 
New York;—Joe 
Louis, ex­ 
newsboy, 
ex-icem an, 
ex-auto 
worker and ex-w orld’s heavy­ 
weight champ, now is a full­ 
time labor leader. 
F or some 
months he has been president 
of a catch-all local, organizing 
the unorganized in the Negro 
districts of Philadelphia. 
It's 
a 
sign 
of the tim es, 
because Jo e ’s 
sponsor 
and 
mentor is H arlem ’s 
William 
Rowe, 
fo rm er 
deputy police 
com m issioner here, w h o tr a ­ 
veled to Scandinavia with his 
friend, the Rev. Martin Luther 
King, J r . 
The ex-b o x e r’s assignment is 
to unionize the bars first and 
then "anything else non-union.” 
The potential is vast and Jo e ’s 
top union chiefs believe the b a rs 
are as good a center of oper­ 
ations as any. 
They’re open 
most of the day and folks drop 
in to gab and exchange gripes, 
is how one chap topside in the 
Louis labor federation put it. 
If Louis’ 
push gets rolling 
there soon will be other locals 
in the big Negro centers of the 
big eastern cities, where the 
old traditional unions haven’t 
moved. 
It will take m ore than the old 
glam or and a symbolic p air of 
gloves for Joe Louis to push 
through and sp ark what could 
be the first wave of Negro union­ 
ism in the land. 
But the 50- 
year-old ex-cham p apparently 
has som e p ro s with him in the 
profession which still regard s 
him as an am ateur union leader. 
His 
c h a rte r was issued by 
something called the National 
Organization 
of 
Industrial 
Trade Unions (NOITU), head­ 
quartered in Jam aica, Long Is­ 
land. 
The NOITU is unaffil­ 
iated with any m ajor labor o r­ 
ganization, though its leaders 
are friends of some team sters 
and Joe Louis has been photo­ 
graphed with Jim m y Hoff a. 
NOITU, 
which gave Joe his 
Local 25P (for Pennsylvania) 
is sm all, 
but a fascinating 
part of a virtually unobserved 
labor development. 
It is a 
confederation of some 19 locals 
in the metal, machine and tex­ 
tile fields and, according to its 
leader 
Louis 
Lasky, 
will 
unionize 
anything it can that 
is not unionized. 
It is con­ 
centrated in New York and New 
Jersey , but has one local in 
Florida and another in Alabama. 
It has been operating quietly; 
so few know much about the 
organization, 
though 
its of­ 
ficials 
claim 
some 27.000 


m em liers. 
This figure is ex­ 
pected to jump now that there 
is experim entation and concen­ 
tration 
in the 
Negro • com­ 
munities. 
It reflects considerable talk in 
Negro c irc le s alxiut launching 
new unions to compete with tho 
traditional 
ones 
which have 
sm all Negro 
mem bership o r 
which close the doors to colored 
w orkers. 
Most outspoken on this front 
has been Jim F arm er, National 
D irector of the Congress of 
R acial Equality (CORE). Three 
weeks 
ago he warned unions 
in the construction field that 
CORE might soon be moved to 
launch its own lalxir organiza­ 
tions if the doors a ren ’t opened 
wide to skilled Negro w orkers. 


To 
insiders 
this 
seemed 
m erely a warning, but CORE 
is moving quickly on the in­ 
dustrial 
front. 
In Boston it 
has organized a pilot craft con­ 
tra c to rs association of Negro 
businessm en to help them get 
construction contracts. This is 
the first step. 
Once they get 
the work, they could hire Ne­ 
groes and whites from outside 
labor if the craft unions re ­ 
fused 
to send along skilled 
w orkers of all races. 
If CORE’s Boston project is 
successful, it will be repeated 
in New York and then in other 
cities, 
jim F a rm e r has con­ 
siderable contact in the White 
House 
and has not hesitated 
to protest 
against failure of 
eith er contracts o r jobs going 
to N egroes. 
Thus 
the 
traditional, over­ 
whelmingly 
white unions will 
be caught In a pincer move­ 
ment. 
On one side, the urge 
for a new Negro unionism will 
p re s su re the old ones. 
From 
the other side will be p ressu re 
from the new co ntractors' as­ 
sociations 
demanding 
Negro 
w orkers. 
If the old unions don't open 
their doors and admit Negro 
applicants, the colored w orkers 
will simply organize their own. 
There will be nothing to stop 
them. 
The White House won't inter­ 
fere, even if the older unions 
shout that the new units are 
really non-union. 
When ques­ 
tioned 
the other day, one of 
P resident Johnson’s top aides 
said that business and the con­ 
tracto rs w ere not really a prob­ 
lem , but the unions are. 
It looks like a showdown, now 
that the federal government is 
readying to spend hundreds of 
millions 
on construction. 
It 
will get m ore turbulent before 
it gets quieter.

Fish too strong to suit your 
taste? 
Then skin’em. 
Actually, the objectional fla­ 
vor commonly associated with 
game species is caused by three 
different factors, state the fish­ 
ing authorities at Mercury out­ 
boards:

Bright, 
d ear apple cubes or slices 
provide a unique* appealing 
quality and subtle flavor. 


To 
belp 
apples 
keep* their

cut pieces with pineapple or 
citrus juice. 
Beware of too 
much juice, however, or the 
apple 
flavor 
may be over­ 
powered. 
Mixing with salad dressing 
at once, also makes a pro­ 
tective coating for this air- 
sensitive fruit. 
For a sharper tang to an 
apple salad, use a tart oil 
dressing, lemon juice, or a 
sour cream dressing.

is especially effective if the 
apples are mild in flavor.

Johnson Follows Precedent Mattliew8 New8 
Set by President Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Johnson is picking up prec­ 
edent from his political idol and 
tutor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 
the fields of official oratory and 
diplomatic niceties. 
The White House announced 
Tuesday that: 
—Johnson will deliver a night­ 
time address to Congress—and 
the people — on the State of the 
Union on Jan. 4 rather than the 
usual 
noontime 
report. Not 
since 
Roosevelt delivered a 
State«of-the-Union address at 9 
p.m. on Jan. 3, 1936 — Johnson 
picked the same hour—has one 
been presented at night. 
—From now on newambassa. 
dors to the United States will be 
received in the executive man­ 
sion 
proper, 
instead of the 
presidential office in the west 
wing, to present their creden­ 
tials. Eight of them did so Tues­ 
day in the Blue Room. Roose­ 
velt received envoys in the 
same room. 


Whe . Johnson speaks on the 
ig r 
t, he will b ead, 
dressing ;he first session of the 
89th Congress—an address that 
will be carried by televisionand 
radio networks. 
It was the second session of 
the 74th Congress that Roose­ 


velt addressed on that January 
night 29 years ago. His speech, 
broadcast by national radio net­ 
works, was a ringing defense of 
the New Deal and its policies 
and a stinging attack on its op­ 
ponents. He declared “ Irecom­ 
mend to Congress that we ad­ 
vance, that we do not retreat.” 
He painted a gloomy picture 
of world affairs and said he con­ 
sidered world peace jeopar­ 
dized by nations with autocratic 
governments fostering ill will. 
He 
warned 
of “ a situation 
which has in it many of the 
elements that lead to the trage­ 
dy of general war.” 
Roosevelt was greeted with 
roars of applause when he en­ 
tered the House chamber on the 
arm of his son, James. The 
House had a solemn appearance 
that night, its only color provid­ 
ed by the evening gowns and 
wraps worn by some of the 
women in the audience. Mrs. 
Roosevelt sat in the House gal­ 
lery with her son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Boettiger. 
Outside, Capitol police had a 
bit of trouble keeping the en­ 
thusiastic crowd in order. Many

crash the gate in an effort to 
hear the president.

Political 
entrapm ent into weak appoint­ 


ments is the greatest disserv­ 
ice that may be done to a gov­ 
ernor. It is not a c risis to be 
met just at the beginning of his 
term , but a continuing problem 
throughout his adm inistration.

The big difference between 
the Ford board chairman and 
Donner was in their estim ate of 
the 1965 dom estic car market. 
Donner said it could exceed 7.8 
million units; Ford predicted it 
would reach 8.7 m illion.

Ford, asked to explain the

INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (AP) 
— Harry Truman and B ess Wal­ 
lace were good students—but 
ah, that Charlie Ross! 
C harlie, says M rs. W . L . C. 
Palm er, was brilliant—the best 
student she ever had in her latin 
and mathematics c la sse s at In­ 
dependence High School. He be­ 
cam e a famous newspaperman 
and then press secretary to the 
president of the United States, 
his school chum. R oss died in 
1950. 
But what about Harry? 
"I knew Harry would amount 
to som ething," said M rs. Palm­ 
er. "I knew he'd make his mark, 
but 
I never 
thought he'd be 
president and B ess the First 
Lady." 
M rs. Palm er, a petite and 
sprightly 
great 
grandmother 
who looks like everybody's fa­ 
vorite teacher, is 89—just nine 
years older than form er P resi­ 
dent and M rs. Truman. 
Truman introduced her from 
the platform Sunday when he 
participated in the dedication of 
the Truman High School in Inde­ 
pendence. Monday, sitting in the 
living room of her Victorian 
style home, she talked of those 
days when Harry and B ess— 
and Charlie R oss—w ere in her 
c la sse s. 
"They were lovely, always so 
polite and respectful. 
" B ess was a popular girl.She 
alw ays had lots of beaux, but 
she knew who to choose. 
“ Harry says they w ere sw eet­ 
hearts from the tim ehefnether 
at the Presbyterian Church and 
that they were sw eethearts ir.

gaining power of unions and 
their abuse of this power." 
Of over-all business condi­ 
tions, he said: 
“ Tile keystone to our present 
prosperity, 
I believe, is the 
decision, reflected in the tax 
cut, to rely less on govern­ 
ment spending and more on the 
powerful forces of private en­ 
terp rise."

“Always Knew” Truman 
Would Amount to Something 
INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (AP) 
—Harry Truman and Bess Wal­ 
lace were good students—but 
ah, that Charlie Rossi 
Charlie, says Mrs. W. L. C. 
Palmer, was brilliant—the best 
student she ever had inlier latin 
and mathematics classes at In­ 
dependence High School. He be­ 
came a famous newspaperman 
and then press secretary to tile 
president of the United States, 
his school chum. Ross died in 
1950. 
But what about Harry? 
“ I knew Harry would amount 
to something," said Mrs. Palm­ 
er. “ I knew he'd make his mark, 
but I never thought he'd be 
president and Bess the First 
Lady." 
Mrs. Palmer, a petite and 
sprightly 
great 
grandmother 
who looks like everybody's fa­ 
vorite teacher, is 89—just nine 
years older than former P resi­ 
dent and Mrs. Truman. 
Truman introduced her from 
the platform Sunday when he 
participated in the dedication of 
the Truman High School in Inde­ 
pendence. Monday, sitting in the 
living room of her Victorian 
style home, she talked of those 
days when Harry and B ess— 
and Charlie Ross—were in her 
classes. 
“ They were lovely, always so 
polite and respectful. 
“ Bess was a popular girl. She 
always had lots of beaux, but 
she knew who to choose. 
“ Harry says they were sweet­ 
hearts from the time he blether 
at the Presbyterian Church and 
that they were sweethearts in 
high school. But I didn't know 
it then. I guess he never kept 
company with any other girl. 
“ Harry was always reading 
and always was trying to keep 
up with Charlie—and he did a 
good job of it. Bess was an ex­ 


cellent student too. 
“ I remember their graduation 
in 1901, Harry standing in the 
back row, while down in front, 
with the girls, was B ess." 
Mrs. Palmer taught at Inde­ 
pendence High for four years, 
then had to retire because she 
married 
Palmer, the super­ 
intendent of schools. He died 
in 1937. Her tenure covered 
the three years Harry 
a n d 
Bess went to the school. 
The Trumans never forgot 
Mrs. Palmer through his suc­ 
cession of jobs —county judge, 
senator, vice president, presi­ 
dent and now as Mr. Citizen. 
“ When he was a senator he 
used to send me letters in long- 
hand," says Mrs. Palmer. “ He 
still 
wrote after he became 
president, but not in longhand." 
Once Mrs. Truman visited the 
battlefield at Gettysburg and 
sent 
Mrs. 
Palm er 
a white 
flower 
from 
there. 
Mrs. 
Palm er's father was wounded 
in Pickett's Charge at Gettys­ 
burg and lay on the field for 
three days before he was res. 
c ued by the Sisters of Charity. 
“ When 
Harry 
was county 
judge—lie laid the second best 
road system in the country—lie 
gave me a book inscribed: ‘To 
Mrs. W. L. C. Palmer, who 
tried to teach me to be what I 
ought to be,' " says Mrs. Pal­ 
mer. 
Her four children and a step­ 
daughter are grown and have 
moved away, but Mrs. Palmer 
still lives in the same great 
house two blocks from where 
the Trumans live. “ It's new­ 
e r ," she says. “ This house was 
built in 1885 and the Truman 
home in 1865." 
Mrs. Palmer still is active in 
the Elizabeth Browning Society 
that she organized. Her walls 
are lined with pictures of her
